Thirty-Four People 
jured by Derailment 


of Erie Tram 


Thought That Wrecker is Former 


, Employe Who Held Grudge 


Against Company. 


Meadville, Pa., Sept. 14—Thirty- 


four persons were injured yesterday 
in the wreck of Erie train 'No. 4, Chi- 
cago to New York express, at Geneva, 
Pa., a small station eight miles west 
of here. The wreck, railroad officials 
believe was due 
to enemies of the 


company opening a switch shortly be- 
foie the passenger train arrived. 


All of the injured were brought to 


this city and 23 of them were taken 
to Spencer Hospital. Five of these, af- 
ter havirs their 
injuries 
dressed. 


were discharged during the day, while 
12 still remain at the hospital. 


Thirty-one of the .mjured were pas- 


sengers and three railroad employes. 
A majority of the former were Italian 
and Greek laborers. 


It is not believed that any of the 


victims will die from their injuries. 


The train is due here at 12:50 a.m. 


but was about an hour late and was 
'running ever 50 miles an hour. Upon 
striking the open switch, the entire 
train left the track/^tlie locomotive 
turning over upon its side. Two of 
the cars, -a combination smoker and 
baggage and a day coach, were demol- 
ished. 


A majority of the injured were i id- 


ing in the combination car, being for- 
eign laborers traveling second class. 
The two tracks were torn up a dis- 
tance of over 100 feet and the work 
of repairing them will not 
be com- 


pleted until after midnight. The prop- 
erty loss 'is $20,000. 


There were 87 passengers on the 


train. 
The injuries consist chiefly of 


fractured limbs and cuts and bruises 


Railroad officials assert that they 


are convinced tliat the switch was ma- 
liciously opened for 
the purpose of 


wrecVing the train, but think it was 
done by persons having a 
grudge 


against the company rather than for 
the purpose of robbery.

Chicago, Sept. 14—Two persons were 


killed outright, three are dying and 
upwards of forty were seriously in- 
jured early today when a'Lake Shore 
theatre train fan into the rear end of 
a crowded Lake Brie and Western ex- 
cursion train in a heavy fog at Ches- 
tertown, Ind. 


The dying are fchree women so bad- 


ly crushed that they are 'unable to 
tell their names. Twenty-five other 
injured persons are in the Mercy hos- 
pital here. The dead are: Mrs. Esther 
Hecox, Chicago, and an unidentified 
man. 


The excursion train carrying people 


nearly all from Indianapolis and La- 
porte, stopped apparently to pass an- 
other train, when the theatre

ran into it from the rear.

Those who complain that the city al 


ready has debts e.iough should bear in 
mind that the water plant debt is not 
a debt,- but an aSbet. At least that is 
wh'at we we're told a few years ago, 
whea we were in the hysterical process 
of acquiring a womout plant, which 
today needs two or three hundred thou- 
sand dollars in the way of repairs and 
improvements. 


But the people are finding out the 


difference now. They are paying jnst 
as much for water as they did under 
the old system, and at the same time 
they are being taxed to pay interest on 
the plant and for repairs. 
The city 


nsed to receive taxes on the plant 
Now It does not receive anything ex- 
cept free water for the city hall and a 
few other city institutions. There arc 
also several thousand people who are 
helping to pay interest and repairs and 
purchase price on a plant from which 
they do not receive any benefits at all 
since the water is not brought to them. 


They used to tell us in large letters 


that the plant was not only able to pay 
for itself out Of its earnings, but the 
surplus could be used to build cKy 
halls and bridges and beautify the city 
until it should resemble a modern para- 
dise. 


All these dreams are now jokes. We 


are up against the real facts, and the 
management of the water plant has 
not been such as to make any of them 
realizations as ret, and there is no 
promise that they will be realized in 
the future- But these things should 
not discourage us. 
"We should regard 


the water plant debt as an asset, not a 
debt Let us stick to that and be as 
happy as we can.—Cedar Rapids (la.)

Two friends were d'scussina; the pos- 


sibility of killing a perfpctly well raaii 
witliou^ doing him the slightest bodily 
harm, without frightening him to death 
or by templing him to dissipation. One 
claimed Unit death could not be brought 
about except by some overt act to pro- 
duce bodily injury- 


"A man can be killed," the other 


contended, "simply by going through 
the form of au execution " 


"That would be by Fliock." 
"Not at all. lie shall know before- 


hand that he is uot to suffer the slight- 
est bodily harm." 


To illustrate the last speaker told the 


following true story: 


Lang Ting Fung of San Francisco, 


•vuishee-washce man, called Charlie 
Fung by his "Mclicau" acquaintances, 
was accused of revealing the secrets of 
the Ti Whang society, of •« hich he was 
a member. Summoned before the so- 
ciety to answer to the charge, be was 
assigned counsel arid duly tried. Though 
ably defended, he was comicted of 
having revealed certain methods of the 
San Francisco -.Chinese underground 
railroad for smuggling Chinamen into 
the United States. 
The punishment 


•was death, and the sentence was to 
be carried out immediately in the pres- 
ence of the assembled members of the 
society. 


"Call the executioner," said the pre 


siding officer in solemn tones that re- 
verberated through the silent hall as if 
some one had struck a gong. 


A big Chinaman entered from anoth- 


er room, carrying one of those large 
sharp double edged swords with which 
culprits' heads are stricken off in Chi- 
na. Over his face he wore a wooden 
mask representiug distorted features. 
The culprit was led into the middle of 
the room aud forced on to his knees. 
Another Chinaman, also on his knees 
before him, caught him by his pigtail 
and drew his head down so that the 
neck was laid bare to the ax. Then 
the smock was pulled 01 er his shoul- 
ders. 
The executioner, taking the 


handle of his sword in both bandji. 
threw himself into position, raised the 
weapon, swung it high O'. er his head 
and brought it down. 
When within 


more than a hair's breadth from the 
neck it suddenly stopped. From that 
point it was slowly and carefully low- 
ered till the edge' rested ou the cul- 
prit's neck. 
Then he held it that it 


might not cut the skin. 


Now, in Chin'a, whether from the 


{Teat power of these societies, from in- 
effeetne law, or what not, the cul- 
prit's head would have been separated 
from the body. But in America dif- 
ferent conditions exist' There are not 
only judges and juries who do not 
respect the decrees of Chinese secret 
societies, but John Chinaman has no 
pull with them. 
A headless murder 


would not only lead to the punishment 
of those instrumental in it, but would 
be prejudicial to the continued efforts 
of thousands of the copper colored 
brethren in America w ha are washing 
hard night and day foi a living. 


The executioner after holding the 


sword upon the culprit's neck for a 
few moments remoied it and. resting 
its point on the floor beside him, turn- 
ed to the judges and said: 


"The traitor is dead." 
The executed man arose to his feet 


and looked about him. Ko one inter- 
fered with him, for he was dead. No 
one saw him, for he was dead. He 
said something to a man near him. 
The man made no reply. Why should 
he reply to a dead man? The mem- 
bers of the society were arising from 
their seats and leaving the hall. The 
decapitated man called to one who 
had been his bosom friend, but with- 
out avail. Death separates the quick 
and the dead, be they friends or ene- 
mies. 


Charlie- Fung followed the others out 


into the street There he saw a poster 
proclaiming to Chinatown that he had 
been executed that evening. A police- 
man, seeing the notice, to him unintel- 
ligible, with Chinamen standing about 
it. wondered what the yellow devils 
were up to now. Could he have read 
it he would doubtless have carried a 
dreadful story to police headquarters. 
The dead man -wandered about like a 
ghost from the spirit world. No one 
saw Dim; no one spoke to him; no one 
gave" him a smiie or a frown. 


If ho had had money, he might have 


returned to China, but would he have 
fared any better tlicrc? Would not nn 
agent of the society lie had betrayed 
foliow him and do really the work that 
had been done figuratively. No: Char- 
lie was dead, and nothing could bring 
him to life. 


If Charlie was nit really dead, ho 


was really dying—that is, he was gct- 
ting into a condition where death 
would J»e preferable tn Hfc. The post- 
ers announcing his e%cc«tion remain- 
ed on the walls, and, go where he 
\ionld in Chinatown, he saw them. 
They were the only mention of himself 
that lie encountered 
In a33 other re 


spectr, be had passed into oblivion. He 
was thirsty, but no <»nc would phc him 
n drink. He was liuusry. but no one 
would give him bread °r meat. 


At 3a*t Charlie oflfld endnrc the 


strain no longer. He wandered off into 
the "Melican" district and prwured s 
revolver. It was supp'wed he stole it. 
Going back nraorig 1li'"-e who had been 
his fellow rijiunm"!]. lie sat down wu 
<ler one of the posf*™; notifying tliem 
that lie bad boo*! evented, put the 
vohcr to his head mi'] "ffeeted in reali- 
ty tbc execution tfc»t they had effected 
in form. 


Not only 5s it po^-,Mc to kill « person 


without doint; any !v»d)ly harm, but
